Club Station Report 
Ralph Hall, W6EFD 


In a recent issue of the Blown Fuse, | 
discussed a problem with the club’s BBS 
antenna, which had forced the BBS out of 
service. On discovering this, the BBS was 
put back in service by temporarily using 
another antenna while the problem was 
found and fixed. The BBS antenna Is a 
Diamond X-500 dual band, mounted above 
the HF beam on the crank-up tower. After 
lengthy trouble shooting, it was decided 
that it would be necessary to lay the tower 
over to gain access to the antenna to locate 
the exact problem. 


That was done several weeks ago with the 
assistance of Robby (N6MNL), Henry 
(KK6PH) and Bob (W6WT J). The club’s 
collective thanks goes to them for their 
help. It was found that the center of the 
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coax fitting that connects to the antenna 
had pulled out of the coax fitting, in effect 
disconnecting the BBS from its antenna. 
The reason for this could have been an 
improper installation of the coax fitting 
when it was originally placed on the coax, 
or a downward pull on the coax from its 
own weight or/or insufficient slack in the 
coax to allow for rotating the beam. Henry, 
in his usual professional style, installed a 
new type A coax fitting on the coax. 


Once removed from the tower, it was found 
that the coax fitting on the bottom of the 
antenna is inaccessibly located well up 
inside the antenna’s outer housing, making 
it impossible to remove the remainder of 
the faulted fitting. To gain access to that 
fitting, the lower 12 inches or so of the 
antenna is removable. But, as it has gone 
throughout our trying to correct this 
antenna problem, “up jumped honorable 
devil’ again. That lower section of the 
antenna housing had became “seized” over 
the years, could not be freed, and had to be 
sawed off. That done, there remained a 
sleeve-like piece, some 7 to 8 inches long 
where the actual seizing had occurred. 


Following this, we were faced with locating 
a source for the needed part that was 
sawed off, a chore on which | “bombed 
out.” But — good ol’ Bob to the rescue. 
Bob was able to locate and obtain the 
needed part somewhere in southern 
California. With the new part in hand, Bob 
carefully and meticulously filed away the 
seized piece and installed the new section. 
The antenna was then put back in its place 
on the tower with much attention given to 
adequate slack for beam rotation and 
support of the coax so as to relieve any 
downward strain on the coax connector. 
After the tower was raised to its normal 


position, the repaired BBS antenna showed _ 


an SWR of 1.2, indicating its “good state of 
health.” 


The club offers a BIG THANK YOU to the 
above-mentioned club members who 
assisted in this repair project, and 
especially to Bob who played a leading roll 
in getting the antenna back in service.

PSK-31 Isolation 


Bob Adams, W6BEG

Several of the commercially available 
PSK31 interfaces do not isolate the 
connection from radio speaker output to the 
Line input of the PC sound card. This 
creates a ground loop that can, depending 
on your setup, result in noise being fed into 
the line input of the sound card. If the 60HZ 
AC grounds that the computer and radio 
are plugged into differ in voltage by only a 
fraction of a volt, which can easily occur, 
large currents will be created in the ground 
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connection of the audio path between the 
radio and computer sound card. Typically, 
this will result in a 60 Hz hum that can be 
heard from the speakers connected to the 
PC, and which will show up as bars on the 
PSK waterfall display. 


This extraneous noise will not affect strong 
signals, but can affect weak signals by 
making it more difficult for the Digital Signal 
Processor on the sound board in the PC to 
decode the PSK signals. If you want to 
work DX on PSK, the hum should be 
eliminated. It may be possible to reduce the 
hum by plugging the computer and radio 
into the same AC outlet, but the best 
solution us to put an isolation transformer 
into the cable that connects the speaker 
output of the radio to the line input of the 
sound card. 


An easy way to do this is to purchase a 
Radio Shack stereo-to-stereo cable with 
1/8 inch phone plugs (42-2387) and an 
isolation transformer (273-1374). Cut the 
cable somewhere in the middle where 
convenient. Connect the tip connection 
and the shield of one side of the cable to 
one winding of the transformer. Connect 
the tip and shield of the other side of the 
cable to the other winding of the 
transformer. This will block ground loop 
currents and also RF, while providing a 
good audio path between the radio and the 
computer sound card.

Following is the events as they occurred: 
As we are all well aware, a big storm hit the 
evening of 11/7/02. An elevator in a 
building in Walnut Creek got stuck in 
between floors with people on board 
because of an electrical storm caused 
power outages. What they tried to do to 
power the elevator just enough to move it to 
the next floor resulted in blowing out a 
PG&E power substation. The CONFire 
District's generator worked for about 10 
minutes.

San Ramon Valley Dispatch took 
over dispatching. By 5 a.m. RACES was 
activated.

CCCFD personnel 
made use of whatever communication 
equipment as need be to relay dispatching 
from SRVFD. By 7 a.m. 80% of CCCFD 
had returned to normal dispatching. By 8 
a.m. the net was closed down and CS$145 
and RACES was deactivated.

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Budget Cutbacks to Affect 
Amateur Radio 


The sluggish U.S. economy has now had a 
direct impact on Amateur Radio, according 
to Lirpa Loof, Junior Assistant Chief of 
Propagation for the FCC’s Frequency 
Management Bureau. Loof said, “The 
unannounced shutdown of DX on 10M that 
occurred a little over a week ago was not 
due to a decline in solar activity, but rather 
the result of a lack of funds for band 
maintenance and repair. This is just a 
sample of what is to come unless the 
economy does an unexpected turnaround. 
Band closures are likely to be more 
frequent in the next few years as funding 
dwindles.” 


Historically speaking, this is not the first 
time radio amateurs have been affected by 
government spending priorities. In the 
early 1920s, all amateur communications 
worldwide were terminated when 
governments diverted funds from civilian 
research to military operations. During the 
1960s monies were diverted to the U.S. 
Lunar Landing Program and away from the 
Sunspot Support effort, which resulted in 
lowered sunspots for the better part of 
eleven years! 


Bands like 10 GHz will see no DX at all, 
while 222 MHz may see one opening. The 
FCC has only been able to allocate $14.95 
to keep 1.25M alive in the 2002-2003 fiscal 
year.
